There was a further advance of one-eighth per cent. 
on the London Stock market to-day, caused by the Im- 
perial letter, and the reassuring tone adopted by several 
of the leading journals concerning our foreign relations. 

Here Consols improved one-sixteenth, and the New 
Threes, which were not affected by the advance in Lon- 
don yesterday, re-adjusted themselves, and touched 93, 

Joint Stock Bank Shares were entirely neglected as 
on yesterday, and remained precisely as then reported. 

In Steam the City of Dublin £100 Shares established 
an advance of three-quarters per cent,, and the Ship 
Building Shares were quoted at last rate, and appeared 
very steady. Atlantics were not negocieted, but were 
offering at an enhanced rate. Dublin and Glasgow were 
onsale.

Colonial Produce—The Dublin sugar market is still 
much depressed, and it is found 


the week have, for the most part, been confined to the 
bare provision for immediate requirements, but prices 
have, in nearly every instance, remained firm. Like 
here, the demand for sugar has subsided; but, in conse- 
quence of the limited supplies brought forward, 
previous rates have been realised. The bulk 
of the earlier shipments having now arrived, 
increased firmness is anticipated during the di- 
minution of imports that must ensue for 
for some time. The only parcel at auction was 250 
hogsheads of Barbadoes, which sold at 36s 6d to 43s, 
being the full value. The first of the new 
Costa Rico Coffees were brought to in London last 
week, and 1,050 packages low middling, to middling plan- 
tation Ceylon, were offered at auction, and brought from 
68s to 75s 6d; 809 bags of good ordinary native Ceylon 
were also offered, and sold at 61s 6d to 6%. Prices were 
somewhat uneven in the early transactions, but subse- 
quently became very firm, with a tendency to advance. 
In cocoa, business continues dull; Grenada sells at 618 to 
62s; Surinam, from 70s to 778; and Trinadad, from 
70s to 74s. The tea market exhibits increased depres- 
sion, and several parcels have been forced off at lower 
prices. Rice is again commanding greater attention, 
Bengal especially, stocks in the country being much 
reduced, and there being but few parcels on the 
water. Saltpetre also meets a better inquiry, and 
prices have an upward tendency. For currants 
the demand has ceased, aid the late advance 
is not obtainable, the prospects|respecting the new crop 
having become more hopetul. In spirits, only moderate 
transactions are taking place in London, and quotations 
are generally about Id lomer. In Ireland the trade in 
whiskey has become quite paralysed. The public sales of 
Spanish indigo, in the former, have gone on at previous 
rates for fine, and 2d to 6d decline for inferior qualities. 
In oils, an advance of 40s to 50s per tun has occurred in 
the price of sperm and palm, and cocoa-nut bring also 
rather higher prices. As regards tallow, the arrivals 
have been very heavy, but being in the hands of the 
large speculators, are withheld from the market, and 
prices, in consequence, have not been materially affected. 
Provisions—There appears to be no change in the 
price of butter since last week ; and in: London the de- 
mand for Irish still rules slow, and prime sorts are alone 
saleable to any extent, but foreign continues to meet a 
steady sale, without any change in value, and buyers 
are expecting a fall in prices, in all descriptions. he 
bacon market, however, rules firm, and the supplies 
having been comparatively small, prices were in iavor 
of seliers towards the close of last week. 
Potatoes—There are still rumours of disease both 
here and in England, but they are not of a nature to 
excite alarm, and hardly any notice is taken of them.

REVIEW OF THE BRITISH CORN TRADE DURING THE 
»>WEEK. 


(FROM THE MARK-LANE EXPRESS.) 
The past week, with a truly unfavourable opening, closed more 
summer-like, though everything remains very backward. A good 
deal of hay, after losing colour and quality, has been stacked ; but 
the heavy rainat the com ement of the week has laid mach of 
the corn, and as the wheat overborue was the strongest aul best, it 
leaves less prospect of a fine sample, even with propitious weather 
hereafter. The light lands continue te look the best, but this week 
thereare more serious complaints of wheat, both as respects the car 
and stem, which we hope will turn out exaggerated. The lateness 
of the season, with redaced stocks, places us, however, more ‘n de- 
pendence on foreign supplies, to the extent of from 500,000 to 750,000 
ars. So the recent increase of imports has produced no pressure on 
the market, notwithstandi some improvemet as respects the 
temperature and jess rain. e markets generaily have been but in- 
differentiy supplied with wheat of home growth, although there has 
been en improvement in prices of fully 2aper qr. Accounts from the 
Continent vary. Prices in France have been sustained, notwith- 
standing the a of new samples. Bordeaux has been of- 
fering at 381 doe per 14 hectolitres («qual to 595 per . qr.), and 
Lower Loire at t. fequal to 65s. per gr.). The 
weight and quality from Languedoc is said to excel that of last sea- 
son. On the other hand, Northern Italy vields les than 
was expected, which has! given tone to all the markets of the 
interior. In the near countries, as well as the Baitic, there is very 
little change in prospects of prices, but Odessa notes a decline in 
wheat of fully Is per qr.

There is a passage to both, but he must 
have strong nerves, and little sense of smell, who 
can venture through the underground passage to 
the Lady's Well, and we defy any man to venture 
upon the Nunnery Rock. Sharp-pointed trian- 
gular stones are set carefully on end, which 
render any attempt to pass to the Rock perilous. 
It is all the same along the coast. You may 
bathe, indeed, at Sandy Cove, at a place as- 
suringly called Dead Man's Hole, where there 
is a fearful eddy. You might have risked your life 
for a bath a year ago at the Coolamore, but that is 
closed up now. Those who wish to bathe must either 
take tickets for the enclosed bathing places belong- 
ing to the railway individuals, or else they must 
content themselves with a dip in the dilated sew- 
age of the Liffey from the North Wall or at Lrish- 
town.

Tun meeting convened yesterday, for the purpose 
of petitioning Parliament to confirm the subsidy 
granted by the late Government to the Atlantic Mail 
Packet Company, was the most influential assembly 
ever held in Dublin fora commercial object. There 
were Peers, Deputy-Lieutenints, Magistrates, and 
Gentry, mixed with our most extensive merchants 
and our most spirited manufacturers. On sucha 
question Irishmen seem to have laid aside all party 
and local differences, and to have united for a pa- 
triotic purpose. There is need of union, forthe party 
which is the assailant is united. Strange to say, 
the opposition to the Galway line from mono- 
polising ‘Liverpool, and well-subsidised South- 
hampton, is not so fierce as that from Scotland. 
On what principle Scotehmen have taken the lead in 
this ungenerous opposition we cannot conceive, 
unless it be from an unworthy national jealousy. 
These men will listen to no reason, and are deaf to 
argument. The Scotch representatives have banded 
together against Ireland, and every man of them will 
vote on the question. From the Irish members a 
similar unanimity is required. “The grouse may well 
waita day or two. The interests of 2,000 Irish 
shareholders are at stake—a great national enter- 
prise is in jeopardy. The Irish representative who 
is absent from his place without a pair on the night 
of the division, be he Whig or Tory, should 
never again be entrusted with a vote. It is 
imperative on all the 
sacrifice their personal ease or pleasure and to act 
with unanimity in defence of the Galway contract. 
The fate of the subsidy depends now upon them, 
Government separated the Galway contract from all 
other contracts, and set it up as a mark to be shot 
at by every malcontent. If the Irish members 
muster in full force, the jealousy of 
Liverpool, and Southampton, will be of little avail.

In consequence of this dif- 
ference he was recalled, and was threatened with an 
appointment in Brazil as a kind of banishment, and 
thus acquired a certain reputation as a mediator be- 
tween the Liberal and Despotic party. But he has 
always, till the Revolution of 1860 took place, held the 
same uage, and has consistently expressed his 
complete disbelief in constitutional Government, though 
he has <lvised an amnesty and leniency towards the 
Liberal agitators. Such is De Martino, and De Martino 
has far more ce to the title of Liberal than any 
of his subordinates. The Marquis de la Greca, who 
has just urged on Lord John Russell the proposition 
of which we are writing, was, belore 1848, one of the 
Court party. He married the daughter of one of the 
most extreme of that party. In 1848, however, he 
embraced the Liberal side. and was esteemed an honest 
Liberal. When the reaction began he subsided into 
silence. At the time when all other Liberal noblemen 
—many of whom had taken a much less active part 
than himself in the resolution — were disgraced, exiled, 
flying for their life, he remained unmolested. Within 
a year he was made a Gentleman in Waiting. Within 
another he received his present title of Marquis. Since 
then he has remained high in Court favour; until now, 
at last, his Liberality in 1848 is made the excuse for 
selecting him for his present mission. Canofari, now the 
N tan Minister at Turin, and who is said to be in- 
te to succeed Antonini at Paris, was Secretary to 
Legation in London in 1848, He loadly inveighed against 
Mr. Gladstone’s letters on the state of the Neapolitan 
prisons, and constantly advocated a reactionary 
course. His brother was one of the judges employed in 
the state trials of 1849, and was the only one who voted 
for the sentence of death on Poerio, Settembrini, and 
the other patriots. The j was after wards rewarded 
by the King—was made a uis, and in considera- 


tion of his merits, the brother, the of Legation, 
and actingas C Affairs at Turin, was a; pointed 
lénipotentiary Minister (nat Ludolf, the Neapolitan 


extreme reactionaries at Naples. His father was one of 
the] principal plotters at in 1849. He has con- 
tinued to recommend a similar policy to the present 
King. Count Ludolf is assisted in his duties in 
London by a secretary of legation no less reactionary 
than himself. Signor Fortunato is, we believe, the 
favourite nephew of the Marquis Fortunato, who, as 
Prime Minister in 1849, advis-d the State trials, and 
carried them intoexecution. Prince Petrulla, the pre- 
sent Neapolitan Minister at Vienna, is the worst of the 
whole diplomatic corps, and by far the worst in general 
reputation. He is a Sicilian, who, in 1848, was loud in 
his denunciations of Lord Palmerston's policy for Sicily. 
In return for his services he received the appointment 
he still holds, of Minister Plenipotentiary at Vienna. 
But, perhaps, the most impressive hint as to the se- 
cret leaning of the Neapolitan Government is to be found 
in the man who now commands the National Guard at 
Naples—Prince Ischitella. He was one of the old Mu- 
ratist party; but he it was who, in 1848, gave the order 
to fire on the 15th of May. The very next morning, 
we believe, he was appointed Minister at War, and he 
remained for several years in that post,in great favour 
with the late King.”

LOSS OF A STEAMER'S CREW. 


Doveras (L. M.), Jury 25.—The tug steamer Flying 
Children, towing the ship William Kidson, M‘Gregor, 
from Liverpool for Troon (where the ship is to take 
coals for China), put into Ramsey on Friday night, 
— short of coals for the passage. The tug, having 

ved a supply of coals, was preparing for sea, when 
it was discovered that both captain and crew had also 
taken in a good supply of something stronger than 
water, which rendered them quite unfit for duty. The 
steamer s paddie- wheels revolved, only to cause some da- 
mage to a fishing lugger, and send a smack adrift. This 
caused some angry words to pass between the crew of 
the lugger and the captain of the tug-boat, and 
it became evident that the conduct of the captain would 
get him intoa mess. After turning ahead and backing 
tor a considerable time, he brought the tug alongside a 
wind-bound schooner; made fast, and came on shore. 
The crew followed on board the schooner, and commenced 
afierce and bloody fight among themselves, which 
was continued until the were separated 
by townsmen, who rushel to the rescue and dragged 
them on shore. While this was going on, the firemen 
on board the tug were equally jolly; they threw off the 
ropes, and steamed up the harbour, and then down 
again, one of the firemen mounting the gangway aod 
issuing orders. The tug steamer had gone up with the 
tide towards the ship yard, and in coming down again 
ran into a cluster of small boats, breaking up one with 
her floats. By this time a very crowd had ga- 
thered on the quay opposite, and utmost excite- 
ment prevailed. he harbourmaster felt it to be his 
duty to send off a number of men to board and take 
charge of the steamer. This was accomplished in grand 
style, after a hard fight, wherein the men in the 
‘Weamer were completely mastered. Hawsers were 
then passed on shore, and the steamer hauled along- 
side of the shipping. The captain of the steamer and 
part of the crew, who had been fighting on shore, ther 
rushed on board, and the flercest and most bloody con-

We paddle through the 
filth, and pass by a doorway into the dungeon : 
dark and danip like the others. There is a stone seat 
erected here and there against the wall, one foot square, 
on which the prisoners sat. I should have been choked 
in half an hour had I remained there, so horrible was 
the stench. In the middle was a loose stone, and below 
it a hole into which all the dirt of the room was emptied, 
Chillon was as dark but not so filthy. I could not have ima- 
gined the existence of such foul places ; for the respect 
[ have for our common nature I could not have be- 
lieved it possible that man would have so martyrized 
his brother. I have two observations to make,—these
